As of the present the city has an ordinance, No. 2159, a d o p ­ 
ted Dec. 6, 1951 that clearly defines failure to pay p a rk in g 
charges as a m isd em ean o r subject, upon conviction, to a 
fine of from *1 to $100. 
We feel it should be enforced like any o th er ordinance. 
However The S ta n d a rd also feels that this particular o r­ 
dinance needs som e changes to protect the visitors to our 
city who m a y be unacquainted with our ordinances and, who 
in other cities of com parable size are given courtesy recog­ 
nition as visitors. 
We would suggest t h a t our alderm en revise this ordin­ 
ance to provide a tim e limit for offenders to answ e r th eir 
notices of p a r k in g violations and that if they fail to answ er. 
be arrested, given a h e a rin g and. if found guilty fined. 
W e also suggest that our police in checking parked cars 
for violations put co u rte sy warning notices on those cars not 
carrying a city license sticker.
